French people having by a treaty of this 
date terminated all difficulties relative to 
Louifiana, and eftablifhed on a folid toun- 
dation the friendfhip which unites the two 
nations mal being defirous, in complt- 
i fecond and fitth articles of

e re[pectively nominated 
as plenipotentiaries, that is to fay: the 
Prefide the U. States of America, 
by an h the advice and confent of 
their ate, Robert R. Livingflon, min- 
iter plenipotentiary, and James Monroe, 
minifter plenipotentiary and envoy extra- 
ordinary of the faid ftates, near the gov- 
ernment of the French Republic; and 
the Firft Conful, in the name of the 
French people, the citizen Francis Bar- 
be Marbois, minifter of the public treafu- 
ry : who, after having exchanged their 
full powers, have agreed to the following 
articles, 

Article I. The debts due by France to 
the citizens of the United States, contraét- 
ed before the 8th of Vendemaire, ninth 
year of the French Republic (goth Sept. 
1800) fhall be paid according to the fo!- 
lowing regulations, with intereft at fix 
per cert. to commence from the period 
when the accounts end vouchers were 
prefented to the French government. 

Article Il. The debts provided tor by 
the preceding articles are thule whofe re- 
fult is comprifed in the conjeéiural note 
annexed to the prefent convention, and 
which, with the interefl, cannot exceed 
the fum of twenty million of Francs. 
The claims comprifed in the faid note 
which fall within the exceptions of the 
following articles, fhall not be admitted 
to the benefit of this provifion. 

Article 11. The principal and intereft 
of the fatd debts thall be difcharged by 
the United States, by orders drawn by 
their minifter plenipotentiary on their 
treafury ; thefe orders thall be payable 
fixty days after the exchange of ratifica-

Aiticle IV. It is exprefsly agreed, that 
the preceedin articles fhall comprehend 
no debts but Fach as are due to citizens of 
the United Srates, who have been and are 
yet creditors of France, for fupplies tor 
embargoes and prizes made at fea, in 
which the appeal has been properly lodg- 
ed within the time mentioned in the faid 
convention, 8:1 Vendemaire ninth year 
‘goth September, 1800.)

apply only, firfl, to captures of which 
the council of prizes fhall have orderes 
reftitution, it being well underitood that 
the claimant cannot have recoule to the 
United States otherwife than he might 
have had tothe government of the French 
Republic, and only in cafe of infufhcien- 
cy of the captors; 21, the debts men- 
tioned in the faid filth article of the con- 
vention contraéted before the 8:h Vende.- 
maire, an. g. (goth September, 1800) the 
payment of which has been heretofore 
claimed of the a€lual government of 
France, and for which the creditors have a 
right to the proteétion of the United 
States ; the faid 5th article does not com- 
prehend prizes whofe condemnation has 
been or fhall be confirmed; it is the ex- 
prefs intention of the contracting parties 
not to extend the benefit of the prefent 
convention to reclamations of American 
citizens, who {hail have eftablifhed houfes 
of commerce in France, England or oth- 
er countries than the United States, in 
partnerfhip with foreigners, and who by 
that reafon and the nature of their com- 
merce ought to be regarded as domiciliated 
in the places where fuch houfes exift. All 
agreements and bargains concerning mer- 
chandize which fhall not be the property 
of American citizens, are equally excep- 
ted from the benefit of the faid covention, 
faving, however, tw fuch perfons their 
claims in bke manner as tf this treaty had 
not becn tnade. 

Article VI. And that the different quef- 
tions which may arife under the precceding 
article may be fairly invefiigated, the 
minflers plenipotentiary of the United 
States fhall name three perfons, who thal!

accounts, of the differeni claims, alreac 
liquidated by the bureaus eftablithed for 
this purpofe by the French Republic, and 
to afcertain whether they belong to the 
clafles defignated by the prefent conven.

ted, they thal] be difcharged with intere 
at fix per cent. by the treafury of the U.

Article X. And that no debt which 
fhall not have the qualifications above 
meniioned, and that no unjult and exorbi- 
tant demand may be admitted, the com- 
mercial agent of the United States a Par. 
is, or fuch other agent as the minifter ple. 
nipotentiary of the United States  fhall 
think proper to nominate, fhall effitt a 
the operations of the bureaus, and co-op- 
erate in the examinations.of the claims; 
and if this agent fhal! be of opinion that 
any debt is not completely proved, or it 
he fhall judge that it is not comprifed in 
the principles of the fifth ariicle above 
mentioned, and if notwithftanding his © 
pinion, the bureaus eftablifhed by the 
French Government fhou!ld think thatit 
ought to be liquidated, he fliall tranfmit 
his obfervations tothe board eflab/ifhed by 
the United States, who, without remoy- 
ing documents, fhall make a complete ¢x- 
amination of the debt and vouchers w bich 
fupport it, and report the refult to Me 
minifter of the United States.
